Laft Night arriv'd a Mail from Holland. 

Letters of the 28th of July from Casiz fay, thac 
Admiral Haddock obliges all Ships which pals that 
Way to be fearch’d whether they have any Ammu- 
nition, Rigging, or Letrers of Importance ; that the 
Court of Madrid has fent an Order to furnifh the faecn 
of War in chat Port with three Months Provifions, 
and to fufpend the Lading of the Flotilla; and that 
the Englifh Conful and Merchants are packing up 
their Efeéts, in order to carry them home forthwith 
on board rhe Evglith Veffels in that Harbour. 

They write trom Amfterdam, that a Dutch Cap- 
tain arrived there fays, that he was vifived by fome 
Ships of Admiral Haddock's Squadron off of Cape Sr. 
Mary, and again off of Cape St. Vincenr, and all his 
Papers examtned ; and that the Enplifh had a Prize 
wich them, which, they fay, had on board 22000 Pieces 
of Eight. The Captain reports allo, that afrer having 
fsen the Affogue Ships, he met Admiral Vernon's 
Squadron of g Men of War near Gondftart on the 
2d Inttant O. 5. 

Letters of the 25th ult. O S. from Belgrade fry, 
that the Count de Wallis beirg informed that the 
Turks had been joined by fome Broops at Vipslanca ; 
and that feveral ef their Satques were alfo ente: ed in- 
to the Temes, had thought fir, after refiing his Troops 
for three Days upon she Ficld of Bartic, ro repats 
that River, and was again incamped ar Jabuka, by 
which means that Goneral is at hand to preferve a 
free Communication with Bele: 
all the Enemies Meafures. fh: Grand Army of the 
Turks, which is fill incamped betore that City be- 
tweea the Danube and the Saave, is at work upon 
Lines of Circumvalla.ion, as if they intended to b-- 
fiege the Town: apd tho’ they have not ver begun 
the Approaches, they fire upen it very furfoufly from 
48 Connon and fome Mortars, which, “tis obf rv'd 
play upon she Town mere than upon the Fortifica 
tions, tho’ they have not hitherto done any confide:

for the Bridge (allowed to be no Part of the Moncy 
play’d for) there remains in Prizes 276250 1. which 
wiil be found to be, as above, 32 perCent Ie fs difadvan- 
tageous 3 and every Adventurer fees plainly what is 
paid for the Liberty of Playing, without Difguile ; 
compu ing the former Tickets at Par, and the pre- 
fent likewife at the fame Rare ; which is the fair 
Way of Calculating. 

N B. If it be obje&ed, That the prefent- Tickers 
are not to be had without paying a Premium, the 
former fold for a much higher (tho the Lottery con- 
filed of §000 Tickets more than the prefent.) And 
asthe whole Premium ought to be deduéted trom the 
Prizes, it is manifeft the former Lortery was mers 
difadvantageous than appears by the above Calcu- 
lation.
